Compulsory Polio 
Immunization Law 
Is Explained

Laws with respect to com­ 
pulsory polio immunia/tion 
of public school students 
passed by the last session 
of the State Legislature pro­ 
vide that parents give proof 
to local school districts of 
having complied with the 
law by either having their 
children immunized or by 
completing a form which de­ 
clares that such shots are 
contrary to their belief 
(forms are available at each 
elementary and high school 
building) prior to enrolling 
them in school.

Principals of the Torrance 
Unified School District re­ 
port that there are hundreds 
of students whose parents 
have not complied with the 
law, and since the district 
is not allowed to enroll 
these students, many of 
them are in danger of being 
excluded from attendance at 
summer school and regular 
school in September.

The education code re­ 
quires attendance of children 
between eight and 16 years 
of age in schools, therefore, 
the parents who fail to com­ 
ply with the immunization 
law, whose children are ex­ 
cluded may be held liable 
for action in accordance with 
the provisions of the com- 
Ipulsory education law also.

For example, if the par­ 
ents of Johnny Student fail 
to have him immunized or 
fail to complete the required 
form objecting to immuniza­ 
tion he may not be admitted 
to summer school and two 
week s after admittance to 
school in September, the 
principal must, by law, send 
Johnny home. School dis­ 
trict must then report a vio­ 
lation of the compulsory at­ 
tendance law whereupon le­ 
gal action against the par­ 
ents may be filed-

nating all disease and find­ 
ing means of understanding 
the human aging process 
and discovering ways of 
minimizing the effects of 
growing old, he said.

Among the world's many 
leading scientists in addition 
to Dr. Salk, who will work 
on those problems at tho in­ 
stitute are Dr. llonato Dul- 
becco, professor of biology 
at Cal Tech, Jacob Bronow- 
slci of London and professor 
at the Massachusetts Insti­ 
tute of Technology, Edwin 
Lennox, professor of micro­ 
biology at Now York Uni­ 
versity, and others.

factor when it is finally de­ 
livered through the residen­ 
tial or industrial meter and 
used.

The o d o r 1 z I ng process 
started back in the 1020's 
when the Southern Califor­ 
nia Gas Company first be­ 
gan to use natural gas in­ 
stead of manufactured gas.

At first it was delivered 
to consumers as odorless.

So, in order to maintain a 
safety standard with this 
comparatively new fuel, the 
firm decided to add an od­ 
orant to gas.

How the gas should smell

was tho resultant question 
puzzling gas company offi­ 
cials.

Some said it should have 
a perfume aroma. Others ob­ 
jected because some house­ 
wives "might want to turn 
it on because of its ploasing 
fragrance."

Thon somebody suggested 
that it smoll like manufac­ 
tured gas, an odor which 
was recognizable to most 
poople because of its past 

luso.
i Thus, a gas odorant addi­ 
tive was devised which 
proved to be advantageous 
because the odor could be 
controlled to an exact de­ 
gree.

Actually, the odorant is 
so strong that ono pint of 
it can odorize a million cu­ 
bic foot of natural gas. One- 
twolfth of a pint of tho mix­ 
ture can odorize all tho gas 
burned in tho the av­ 
erage homo's range, water 
heator and heating equip­ 
ment ovor a year's span.
